better today than it has been 
since his medical crisis began a 
week ago, and doctors say he is 
no longer in critical condition. 
Nixon, bouyed by a surprise 
weekend visit for President 
Ford, was taken off the critical 
list Sunday, allowed to eat soft 
foods and sit up. 
His doctor called it “the most 
encouraging 
report” 
since 
Nixon 
entered 
Long 
Beach 
Memorial, Hospital 12 days ago, 
and underwent urgent surgery 
last Tuesday morning. 
The 61-year-old former presi­ 
dent “ is now off the critical 
list,” said an announcement by 
Dr. John Lungren, his chief 
physician. Nixon “ is now under 
subintensive care,” 
Lungren 
said. 
Connie B. Hamilton, head of 
the critical care nursing staff, 
said that translates to “serious 
condition" by the system used 
at most other hospitals. 
She said that at the present 
rate of Nixon’s recovery, he 
might be upgraded to ‘‘inter­ 
mediate care" in a day or two. 
It was last 
Monday that 
Nixon’s 
doctors 
becam e 
alarmed at the spread of blood 
clots from his phlebitis-diseased 
left leg higher into his body. A 
plastic clip was placed across a 
vein in his left groin Tuesday 
morning Six hours later Nixon 
went into shock, which Lungren 
later said brought the former 
president close to death 
President Ford spent eight 
minutes with Nixon Saturday 
morning, sitting at his bedside, 
discussing Nixon's big interest, 
foreign policy, and giving him a 
farewell handclasp. 
Lungren said the visit from 
Ford was “ a, therapeutic 'boost,” 
for Nixon. Ford, campaigning 
in Southern California, went to 
the hospital only after Lungren 
approved the visit, telling him 
to keep it short, and Mrs. Nixon 
said it would be' a tonic for her 
ailing husband. 


Nixon wras on his back, with 
intravenous and other medical 
tubes in his arms and neck 
when visited by Ford, who later 
said Nixon “obviously is a very 
sick man, but I think he’s 
coming along very, very well.”

Kissinger To Travel To 
Mid East To Salvage Talks

(UPI) — Secretary of State 
He .-y A. Kissinger plans to fly 
to the Middle East this week 
for a two-day visit aimed at 
saving peace talks from sinking 
in the wake of the recent Arab 
summit conference. 
The secretary of state flew to 
Belgrade this morning to meet 
Yugoslav leader Josip Broz Tito 
for talks likely to cover the 
Middle East situation. 
Tito, a leader of the so-called 
nonaligned nations, has made 
peace overtures in recent years 
to 'both Israel and the Arab 
nations. 
Kissinger told newsmen Sun­ 
day he would extend his month­ 
long tour of Europe and Asia to 
include a rapid, five-nation trip 
to the war-torn region. 
The secretary of state said he 
would leave Tuesday night for 
Cairo, the first stop on the trip, 
after making a speech to the 
World 
Food 
Confer nee 
in 
Rome. 
Kissinger, who flew to Ro­ 
mania Sunday from Iran on the 
seventh stop of his month-long 
tour of personal diplomacy, was 
scheduled to spend seven hours 
in Yugoslavia before flying to 
Italy. 
He said he wants to meet 
with Arab and Israeli leaders 
“to consult all parties in the 
Middle East on the significance 
of 
the 
Rabat 
summit 
and 
possible next steps toward a 
Middle East peace.” 
Diplomatic sources said Kiss­ 
inger hopes to find flexibility 
for 
negotiations despite 
the 
Arab summit call last week for 
the creation of a Palestinian 
state on the West Bank region,. 
The Arabs recognized the 
Palestinian Liberation Organi­ 
zation as the sole representa­ 
tive of the refugees in spite of

But 
when asked if a strike was inevitable, as the union 
secretary-treasurer Harry Patrick indicated, Miller said 
“That wouldn’t be true. ” A prolonged national coal strike 
would be a serious blow to the nation’s already shaky 
economy and even a brief shutdown could boost inflation 
by crippling industrial production. 


Rail Service Most Efficient: Hartke 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Rail passenger service is 
the most fuel efficient way to move people long distances, 
with a rate of 265-360 miles per gallon of fuel between 
cities per seat, Sen. Van Hartke, D-lnd., said here. In a 
statement issued Sunday, Hartke said he drew the figures 
from a recent study by the Department of Transportation. 
He said rail transportation had the added bonus of almost 
im m ediately achieving significant energy savings, 
Hartke said federal funds may be necessary, however, to 
improve the tracks of long-neglected railroads that now 
are bankrupt and lack the money for track im­ 
provements.

Hungate said he figured 10 or 15 per cent of the people in 
the country wouldn’t object to a king, even retaining the 
title of “president," because they wouldn’t care how 
much power he had or how he abused it. Hungate, a 
member of the House Judiciary Committee which voted to 
impeach Richard M. Nixon, urged Democratic candidates 
to shun “W atergate morality," even while trying; hard to 
win election. 


Project Da Vinci Successful 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (U PI> — The success of a 
manned balloon flight to study Earth's mysterious and 
poorly understood lower atmosphere will lead to sim ilar 
flights of longer duration, officials of Project Da Vinci 
predict. Vera Simons, the copilot and originator of the 
project, said a second 'flight was scheduled for next fall, 
possibly from Southern California. The flights gather 
information about the composition and structure of the 
atmosphere below 15,000 feet. The initial flight was launch 
ed from Las Cruses. N.M., with four persons aboard 
Friday after four delays caused by unfavorable weather. 
Bad weather also forced an early end to the flight when 
the balloon landed in a field near Wagon Mound, N.M., 
after 12 hours.

PASADENA. Tex

Phone calls to the police are 
beginning to slow down now, 
and those who do call are just 
.intently interested, not. angry. 
“They want to know if an 
arrest has been made yet,” 
said a night dispatcher Sunday. 
“I’ve only gotten one really 
irate call tonight. Most others 
just want to know if we got 
anybody yet. And if his name 
will 'be published when we get 
him." 
“But most people ... well ... I 
mean ... I don’t think they want 
a lynching." 
Timothy Mark O’Bryan, an 8- 
year-old boy killed Halloween 
night by cyanide-laced candy, 
is the reason for the calls. He is 
also the reason city detectives 
are concentrating on a grassy, 
two-block area in a manicured, 
upper-middle class neighbor­ 
hood. 
“We have every hope this 
will be successful," said detec- 
I, i v e

“Everybody's

case." 
The cyanide was found in 
candy straws given to O'Bryan 
and other costumed youngsters 
Halloween night. 
Four other straws containing 
cyanide granules were located 
in the neighborhood, but appar­ 
ently 
none 
of 
the 
other 
youngsters ate the candy. 


“There is no question it came 
from those two streets.,*’ Capt. 
R E 
Rhodes said. “ We are 
talking to everyone." 


Timothy died Thursday night 
after his father agreed, to let 
him eat one piece of candy 
before going to sleep. He was 
buried Saturday. 
The weather had been rainy 
so Timothy, accompanied by 
his younger sister, his father, 
two friends and their father, 
had collected candy for only 
half an hour. 


“Thirty seconds after I left 
Tim’s room, 1 heard him cry to 
me. 
Daddy, daddy, my sto­ 
mach hurts,*" Ronald O’Bryan 
said. 


“He was in the bathroom, 
convulsing, vomiting and gasp­ 
ing and then suddenly he went 
limp.”

Several persons living in the 
neighborhood said the tradition­ 
al Halloween activities were 
over for their children because 
of the incident.

and Navy units in Europe. He 
described them as a “crucial 
factor” in most internatignal 
crises. 


Clocks Sound Off 
In Today9s Homes 


Chicago (NFS) - With the 
resurgence of interest in old 
clocks - particularly in Early 
American timepieces - there’s 
been a growing demand for 
clocks that sound off melo­ 
diously as well as tick off the 
time. 
The 
history 
of 
striking 
clocks 
spans 
nearly 
seven 
centuries, according to Mary 
Ann Wills, decorating consul­ 
tant 
to 
Burwood 
Products 
Company, 
Traverse 
City, 
Mich., a leading clock manu­ 
facturer. 
"Even the word dock is 
derived 
from 
cloche, 
the 
French word for bell,” she 
noted, "and it’s believed that 
some of the earliest mechanical 
timepieces announced the time 
via bells or chimes, rather than 
with dials, calling priests in 
monasteries to their prayers.” 


PUBLIC 
CLOCKS, 
with 
dials and elaborate striking 
mechanisms, began to appear 
in 
Europe during the 
14th 
century. 
Among 
the 
most 
remarkable 
was 
one 
made 
about 1350 for the cathedral 
of Strasbourg. Each day at 
noon, figures of the Three Magi 
bowed before a statue of the 
Virgin while a carillon played a 
tune, 
following 
which 
an 
enormous 
m echan ical 
cock 
would open its beak, thrust out 
its tongue, crow, and flap its 
wings. 
Two of the better known 
monumental clocks are 
the 
elabórate musical clock in the 
Church 
of 
Our 
Lady 
in 
Nuremburg, built in 1442, and 
the remarkable tower clock in 
St. Mark’s Square in Venice, 
which dates from the early 
17th century. 
London’s Big Ben claims the 
distinct ton of being the largest 
monumental clock erected in 
the 19th century-. The sound of 
its chimes became familiar to 


millions 
of 
American 
radio 
listeners during World War II. 
ADDING ANOTHER chap 
ter to this long history is a new 
group of moderately priced 
traditional chime clocks known 
as the Burwood Heritage series, 
which is just arriving in better 
furniture, department, jewelry, 
and gift stores. 


Every clock case is an exact­ 
ing reproduction of an original, 
one-of-a-kind sculpture, finely 
detailed 
in 
simulated 
wood 
with hand-rubbed finish for 
last beauty. All are individually 
fitted 
with 
precision 
move­ 
ments created exclusively for 
burwood in the Black Forest 
region of West Germany, where 
fine clock making has been a 
tradition for hundreds of years. 


An arched dial decorated in 
traditional Blue Onion pattern 
distinguishes the New Amster­ 
dam 
eight-day, 
weight-driven 
pendulum 
chime 
clock with 
brass-plated 
weights 
and 
chains, which sounds the full 
hours and strikes the half in 
full rich tones. 


In his first statement as 
commander in chief of the U.S.

ceremony beneath twin poles 
flying the American and West 
German flags. 
A color guard, a 
10-man 
honor guard commanded by a 
lieutenant, about 70 of Haig’s 


subordinate commanders and a 
military brass band took part 
in the formal ceremony. 
On Dec. 15, Haig becomes 
NATO’s Supreme Allied Com­ 
ma. nder in Europe, succeeding 
Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster, 
who has held the post since 
July, 1969. Goodpaster simul­ 
taneously has headed the U.S. 
European Command. 
Goodpaster did not take part 
in 
Friday’s 
ceremony, 
but 
remained at his NATO com­ 
mand in Belgium. His office 
denied rumors that he stayed 
away from the ceremony to 
demonstrate 
his 
displeasure 
over Haig’s appointment, but 
said he has cut his traveling to 
a minimum following a recent 
minor operation.

reporters after the ceremony, 
Haig was asked whether he 
ever will publish a memoir of 
his period in the White House 
with Nixon, and his role in the 
President’s resignation.

Conference To Study World 


Food, Population Problems

In Rome, from Nov. 5 to 16, 
experts in various fields will 
seek 
ways 
and 
means 
to 
prevent starvation or near- 
starvation of BOO million people, 
or about one quarter of the 
world’s population. 
And 
because 
the 
United 
States exports 40 per cent of 
world food, it is the United 
States that will set the tone of 
the meeting and receive most 
of the blame if the conference 
ends 
without 
a 
suggested 
solution for what most of the 
experts seem to agree is a 
crisis. 
The conference is the result 
of a suggestion by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger who 
also will be one of the principal 
speakers. 
It 
is 
under 
the 
auspices of the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organiza­ 
tion whose director, Dr. A H. 
Roer m an, has urged “ rapid, 
concerted international action.” 
Heading the U.S. delegation 
will be Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Rutz whose attitude 
toward the problem is consider­ 
ably more relaxed than that of 
many of his colleagues. 


Butz favors continued food 
aid abroad and concedes the 
situation is serious. 
But he ridicules criers of 
doom, as purveyors of “apoco- 
lyptic nonsense.” 


He welcomes dispersal of the 
U.S. grain surplus, believes 
that the price of grain should 
be established in the market 
place and opposes government 
grain stockpiling. 
He disagrees with those who 
suggest Americans might sacri­ 


fice one hamburger a day as an 
austerity gesture. 
The United States’ chief role 
in world food production, he 
says, is in the food grains, 
notably wheat and rice. 
High on the agenda of the 
Rome conference is a proposal 
to establish a grain bank which 
would store grain against an 
international emergency. The 
fact that American officials 
have been reported sounding 
out other governments on the 
idea suggests a. difference of 
opinion within the U.S. govern­ 
ment itself, notably with Butz’s 
opposition to government stock­ 
piling. 
Among those who disagree 
with Butz that a crisis is not 
yet at hand are such as Robert 
S. McNamara, head, of the 
World Bank, and Lester Brown, 
a 
food-population 
authority, 
besides 
some 
senators 
and 
congressmen. 
Part of the food problem, of 
course, also lies in distribution 
and in overcoming tradition 
and ignorance 
in 
backward 
areas. 
Those who say there is no 
world crisis may overlook the 
fact that the rising cost of oil 
and 
the 
food 
shortage are 
merging into one energy crisis. 
A developing nation that spends 
$1 billion for oil may not have 
much 
left, 
over 
for 
food 
imports. 


And it also won’t have much 
left over for fertilizer which is 
a by-product of oil. 
The world this year 
will 
produce less feed grains, wheat 
pnd rice and rice than last, but 
probably will, pay more for it. 
India provides classic exam­ 


ples of most problems dealing 
with both food and oil. Last 
year for fertilizer, fuel and food 
grains she paid $560 million. 
For the same products today 
she would pay $3.1 billion. 


Bowen Lauds Agencies In 
Tornado Relief Work

all agencies involved in relief

“superior fashion.” 
Bowen sponsored a confer­ 
ence Thursday on the tornado 
disaster relief activities, and it 
was determined that communi­ 
cations and federal red tape 
were the greatest, causes of 
delay. 
“One of our concerns is that 
the 
complexity 
of 
federal 
disaster 
procedures 
delayed 
federal intervention," Bowen 
said as Hoosiers tried to map 
relief plans for future disasters. 
“We also found, that many 
communications systems used 
by the Civil Defense agencies 
were not com patible. D iffer­ 
ences in hardware and com­ 
munications 
networks 
ham ­ 
pered 
effective 
communica­ 
tion.” 
Indiana 
Adj. 
Gen. 
Alfred 
Ahner, who headed the National 
Guard work after the tornadoes 
struck 39 Indiana counties, said 
“to me, the most pertinent 
lesson learned was that the 
news media, in time of crisis, is 
a valuable resource, willing and 
able to assist in the transm is­ 
sion of critical information.” 
Ahner described 
what 
he 
termed “one of the strangest 
phenomenas 1 ever experienced 
—bits 
of 
information 
being 
received indicating a possible 
disaster but no requests for 
National 
Guard assistance 
being received.” 
Later, 
the 
Guard found that communica­ 
tions were non-existent in the 
areas 
where 
the 
tornadoes 
struck, 
killing 
48 
persons, 
injuring B96 and causing about

“I could point out to you a family whose grandfather 
was an Englishman, whose wife was Dutch, whose son 
m arried a French woman and whose present four sons 
have now four wives of different nations, He is an 
American who, leaving behind him all his ancient 
prejudices and manners, receives new ones from the new 
mode of life he has embraced, the new government he 
obeys, and the new rank he holds... 


"The American ought therefore to love this country 
much better than that in which either he or his forefathers 
were born. Here the rewards of his industry follow with 
equal steps the progress of .his labor. 


. The American is a new man who acts on new 
principles; he must therefore entertain new ideas and 
form new opinions. From involuntary idleness, servile 
dependence, penury, and useless labor he has passed to 
toils of a very different nature, rewarded by ample sub­ 
sista nee. 


‘This is an American." 


Earnest reflection upon those words will weigh far 
more in the celebration of America’s birth, than the 
purchase of any shirt, figurine or coin.

Election day comes just after 
Halloweén, which, more than 
just coincidence, is indeed 
appropriate with the two having 
much in common. 
End of both days calls for 
participants to discard the 
masquerades donned in. search 
of “treats," with "dirty tricks" 
used in both quests. Total costs 
for 
both 
occasions, 
often 
hidden, 
are 
borne 
by 
a 
frequently unwilling public. 
Preparations for Halloween do 
not cover as long a time span as 
policitial 
cam paigns 
and 
masqueraders do not. take as 
long to disclose true identities as 
c a n d i d a t e s . 
H o w e v e r , 
Halloween returns every year, 
while elections occur every two 
years. 
Occasionally the two days 
become mixed. Political parties 
in Indianapolis obtained the 
loan of “For Sale" signs from 
local 
realtors. 
Political 
preferences were printed on 
plastic sleeves, and residents 
urged to display endorsements 
in front, yards. Halloween came, 
and one neighborhood awoke to 
find all houses in the block “For 
Sale” rather than supporting 
specific candidates. 
One of the more important 
and less emphasized decisions 
to be made this election day will 
be the political make-up of the 
General Assembly, growing in 
importance to Hoosiers. Both 
sides have predicted victory. 
However, candidly, Democrats 
privately admit they do not 
expect to be able to challenge 
Republican control in the Senate 
with only half of the seats on the 
ballot this election. 
Republican Governor Otis 
Bowen has predicted the GOP 
margin in the House might be 
cut, with the party retaining 
control. Few expect the 73 to 27 
m argin 
to 
rem ain, 
with. 
Democrats expected to win up 
to 18 seats, for a 35 to 45 
minority «presentation. 
Change of control would mean 
a new- House speaker, and there 
has 
been, 
some 
guarded, 
jockeying 
for 
position. 
However, it is expected that 
Kermit Burrous will be re­ 
elected in the Noevember 19th 
one day organizational meeting. 
Busy with campaigning and 
legislative duties, he has been 
forced to temporarily halt at­ 
tendance at law school with one- 
third of the required hours 
behind him . Phillip Gutman is 
not expected to be opposed in re- 
election as President pro-tem of 
the Senate, a job not recognized 
under the Consitution. 
Annual sessions have created 
some legal problems still not 
faced by the General Assembly. 


The one 
day organizational 
m eeting to elect legislative 
leaders and provide for pre­ 
introduction of bills and com­ 
m ittee assignm ents, com.es 
before the legal deadline for 
certifying 
winners 
in 
the 
election. 
Since legislatures are 
the 
judges of their own members, it 
would be possible and has been 
done in the past, to seat a 
potential loser at the polls. Any 
recount or contest of election 
results would be “moot.” Once 
seated, the loser would be the 
legislators. 
Still in doubt is the location of 
the 
Senatorial 
m eeting. 
Remodeling of the Senate 
Chambers is not expected to be 
com pleted until nearly the 
January 6th reconvening of the 
session. The law 'calls for the 
session to start January 13, and 
end by April 30, with no more 
than 60 working days including 
the organizational meeting day. 
The Legislative Council has the 
authority, which it exercised, to 
change the start by one week. 
The last Senate session was 
held in 
temporary quarters 
constructed in the State Office 
Building. 
The 
tem porary 
chamber was left intact just in 
case, although Gutman had 
vowed he would not hold any 
more sessions there. It is now 
being remodeled to provide 
more space for the Department 
of Revenue and would not be 
available. 
Furniture for the new palatial 
cham bers is scheduled for 
delivery over the four-day 
Thanksgiving weekend. If the 
chamber are not completed for 
the start of the session, it would 
pose major problems. The one 
day organizational meeting is 
short and could be held in the 
House chambers on the same 
day but at a different time. If 
held on a different day, it would 
consume two legislative days, 
since one day is counted if either 
chamber is in session.

Eli Lilly & Co. Claim Valid 


Defense In Pregnancy Suits 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Eli 
Lily and Company said Thurs­ 
day it has “valid defenses” 
against a series of law suits 
brought by children of women 
who took a prescription drug 
during pregnancies in the late 
194ds and early 1950s 
The suit charges some of the 
children later developed can­ 
cer. 
Lilly, an Indianapolis-based 
pharmaceutical house, respond­ 
ed to a suit filed recently in 
federal court for the Southern 
District of New' York. Lilly is 
one of several defendants in the 
suit. Although Lilly said it had 
“valid defenses,” the firm did 
not elaborate. 
The suit seeks to establish a 
right to recover damages based 
on an “alleged casual relation­ 
ship between certain abnor­ 
malities of the genital tract 
occurring in young women and 
diethylstilbestrol <DES),“ Lilly 
said in a statement.

project run by the employes of 
KKDA radio. 
“We’re just a black radio 
station trying to become a good 
one,” said Joyner, who initiated 
the project several weeks ago.

community in a lot of ways. 
This is just one.” 
Joyner said the idea of an 
open m arket without middle­ 
men started one night while 
discussing inflation and the cost 
of food with friends. 
“Food, particularly produce, 
is higher in the black communi­ 
ties than it is in 'the white 
communities, and it’s not as 
fresh,” he said. 
“What, better way to help the 
people 
in

than 
getting them good food and as 
inexpensively as possible?” 
One problem was where1 to 
set up 
the markets. 
Local 
churches provided the answer. 
“ The parking lots were a 
natural for the type of market 
we were trying to promote, and 
the churches helped spread the 
word of what we were trying to 
do.

would trust us. They were 
saying, ‘Why are you doing this 
if there isn’t any money in it 
for you? What are you getting 
out of this?’

questioning by defense attor­ 
neys bent on shaking his story 
of high-level involvement in the 
plot to shush up the Watergate 
bugging. 
The trial is beginning its 
sixth week. 
Thus far, Magruder has not 
budged from his assertion that 
John N. Mitchell, the former 
attorney general and Richard 
Nixon’s 
campaign 
manager, 
was the moving force behind 
planning the bugging and the 
cover-up. 
The boyish-looking Magruder, 
who turns 40 Tuesday, is in 
prison after pleading guilty to 
obstruction of justice in the 
Watergate case, including re­ 
peated perjury.
